PREAMBLE:- 

In Karnataka, Naxal movementILeft Wing Extreniism has been active in some areas that are remote and face deficit in social 
and economic infrastructure, unemployment, etc. This has influenced the unemployed youth to adopt left wing 1 extremist! naxal 
ideology. Government have put in constant efforts to help bring the. Misguided persons into the mainstream of society. Government 
vide' Government Order No. HD 128 SST 2010, Bangalore dated 19/06/2010 issued a surrender policy to wean away the Naxal youth 
from their Extremist ideology and bring them to the mainstream. It is encouraging to affirm the fact that, so far, five Naxals including 
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women have surrendered to the District Administration/State. The District Administration has responded effectively to their demands' 
and, has taken positive steps in rehabilitating them. 

OBJECTIVES:- 

1. The objective of the scheme is to facilitate the return of Left Wing Extremists and to contain violence by Left Wing 
Extremists by weaning away misguided youth and hardcore Naxals who have strayed into the fold of Left Wing Extremism and find 
themselves trapped in their net. The Scheme seeks to ensure that Naxals, who nave surrendered, do not revert back to extremism by 
providing them gainful employment and entrepreneurial opportunities. The scheme also seeks to discourage tactical surrenders by 
those elements who try to make use of benefits extended by the Government under this scheme to further their interest. 

2. The Government have also put efforts to ensure that the gaps in development are filled up, by initiating many 
programmes, projects in affected areas, like skill training programme, employment generating activities, construction of foot bridges, 
employment of locally qualified persons against existing vacancies in Health and Educations departments and so on. 

3. At this juncture this policy needs to be suitably up-graded so as to encourage more number of Naxal / Left Wing 
Extrermists to join the mainstream of society. By doing so Government hopes that more and more Left Wing Extremists will get 
assimilated in the mainstream of the society and join hands with Government and society at large in constructive upliftment and 
development of remote areas. 

Smt.Gowri Lankesh, Sr. Press Reporter and member of State Level Committee has given some suggestions to the 
Government to suitably modify the guidelines. 

In the light of the above, Government has examined the matter further. Hence this Modified Order. 

GOVERNMENT ORDER NO. HD 128 SST 2010 (P-l). BENGALURU. DATED: 19-01-2015 

Linder the circumstances mentioned above and in supersession of the earlier Government Orders read at (1) & (2) above, 
Government are pleased to formulate the following modified rehabilitation scheme for the surrender of Naxals/Left Wing Extremist etc., 
and their associates and to rehabilitate them. 

1. DEFINITION:- 

"Left Wing Extremists" / "Naxalites" / "Militants" / "Maoists" mean the cadres or / and members or and activists/ or / and 
operatives of those organization (s) / Outfit (s) declared as unlawful by the State Government under Section 16 of The Criminal Law 
amendment. Act. 1908 or by . Government of India under the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 as the case may be. 

a. State Government means the Government of Karnataka. 

b. Reference to "he" or "his" shall mean "She" or "her" also. 

2. ELIGIBILITY:- 

The scheme is applicable only to those militants / extremists / naxals / Left Wing supporters and activists associated with left 
Wing Organizations and strong supporters of above mentioned activities who are willing to surrender with or without fire arms and who 
may have criminal records. They shall be categorized as follows : 

CATEGORY-A:- All identified members of above organizations and underground 
armed group members, Central, Regional, State, District and area core-committee 
members of any or all or more of the above groups and all such active underground 
members of the above categories involved in heinous crime or one or more criminal 
cases registered against them. 

CATEGORY - B ) all such supporters, keepers, couriers, arrested and releases 
underground members, informers to LWE members, groups, and persons contacted 
by leaders for recruitment. 

3. MECHANISM:- The surrender and rehabilitation policy will be executed by a 
DISTRICT CommITTEE, constituted in each district of the region affected by LWE 
activities as follows:

One member of any civil-social organization, which is actively working at the grass root level in the affected area may be 
nominated by the Deputy Commissioner and Superintendent of Police and this is optional. 
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The Surrender and Rehabilitation wilt be approved by a COMMITTEE AT THE STATE LEVEL. This Committee will be 
chaired by the Chief Secretary and comprise the following:

Every surrendered extremist should satisfy the following criteria in order to become eligible for assistance for rehabilitation. 

(a) He should reveal the real names and identify the activists/ members/ associates of the militant organization (s) in which he 
has working/ operating. 

(b) He should reveal the real names of financers, couriers etc and other details of the organization including source of arms 
and ammunition. 

(c) He should make a c lear confession of the entire criminal acts committed by him. He should give all the relevant details of 
the violent incidents he had participated in, like the names of planner and other participants, firearms/ ammunition or property looted, 
distribution of arms and disposal of the property etc. 

(d) He should make a public statement / confession of his :voluntary surrender through the media. 

4. PROCESS:- 

A proposal for surrender and consequent rehabilitation of the LWE group members will be placed, before the District 
Committee in proper format by an officer of the rank of Deputy Superintendent of Police working in the LWE affected areas. It may also 
be initiated by any other officer or public individual but will be verified and forwarded by an officer of the rank of Deputy Superintendent 
of Police of the affected area. (Format is given in Appendix-1) 

In cases where, a direct feeler is sent through any superior officer, public representative or members of the district or state 
committee, they will in turn assign an officer of the rank of Deputy Superintendent of Police of the affected' area, to verify and forward 
the proposal. 

In cases where initiation through the local police establishment is felt to be counter productive, the district committee will have 
the powers to waive the requirement for verification and initiation by Deputy Superintendent of Police through a special resolution and 
accept the proposal directly. In such cases, the District Superintendent of Police will present the proposal to the committee. 

The District Committee, on receiving a proposal, will discuss the following Issues: 

(a) The eligibility of the surrendering person under a particular scheme. 

(b) The utility / usefulness / outcome / benefit of the surrender proposal in meeting the objective of combating Left Wing 
Extremists activities 

(c) The rehabilitation scheme to be applied. 

(d) Legal issues to be addressed. 

The deliberations and resolution of the District Committee will be communicated the DG & IGP, who will study and forward the 
proposal to the state committee. 

5. PROCEDURE:- 

After the approval of the proposal by which the surrender will be facilitated, the following process will be followed. 

a. The sunendering L WE group member will surrender before one of the members or the District 

Committee. 

The committee will ensure that the surrendered makes a public statement of voluntary 
surrender through the media. 


b. 
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c. A confession statement will be recorded in camera in which he/she discloses full information 
about the L.WE activities in the region and names of all underground members, before the 
District Committee. 

d. A surrender report will be prepared and placed before the District Committee (Appendix -2). The 
district committee, after accepting the same will forward it to the State Committee for approval. 

e. After the surrender, the District Committee will resolve on the allotment and disbursal of benefits 
applicable. 

f. The Committee will also appoint a Nodal Officer who will monitor the surrendered LWE group 
member for a period of two years. The Nodal Officer will submit a monthly monitoring report on 
the activities of the surrendered and rehabilitation process for a period of two years. 

The Committee will maintain a list of persons who have been covered under this scheme. The monitoring report submitted by 
the Nodal Officer for each case will be compiled in a quarterly report, prepared by the convener of the District Committee (Appendix -3). 
This report will detail the list of persons who hav e been selected and rehabilitated wider this scheme and also make specific 
observations on the progress of this policy in the combat of Maoist Naxal activities. 

6. BENEFITS:- 

a) Grant - cum -Loan: 

A composite grant-cum - loan of an amount of Rs.5lakhs or the amount of reward announced on his/her capture, whichever is 
higher, will be released to the surrendering LWE group member. 50% of the amount will be a onetime grant and the other 50% will be 
sanctioned as loan through the District Cooperative Bank . 

If the surrendered is willing to. take upa trade or vocation for which he has an inclination or skill, a training stipend of 
Rs.5,000/- per month will be paid to him. after he enrolls in an accredited course, This will be for a maximum period of one, year. 
A similar support will be extended for pursuit of formal education for two years. 

If the surrendered is eligible for a land grant he will be encouraged to submit an application and the District Committee will 
recommend the case after monitoring the progress of the rehabi litation, 

If the surrendered brings with him any weapon or equipment, the following incentives for each weapon or equipment 
will be paid.

b) Additionallncentives 

If the surrendering LWE group member provides the following types of actionable information, additional incentives may be given: 

(i) Information leading to the capture or surrender of another L WE dalam or underground member. 

(ii) Information leading to the detection of arms dump. 

An additional incentive which is not more than 20% of either a cash reward against the dalam member, (in case of capture only) 
or total value of the al 111S dump may be considered by the State Committee. 

c) Support Scheme: 

In cases where a member of an underground group who is not included in .. any list nor named in the criminal cases, but 
associated with left wing ideologies/ naxals, expresses a desire to surrender, he will be considered under the Surrender Support 
Scheme. The benefits will be as follows; 

(i) A monthly stipend of Rs.5,000/- foraperiod of one year, for any vocational or skill training course that he will enroll into. 
A similar SUppOII will be extended for formal education for two years. 

(ii) Ifhe surrenders with any :veapon or equipment, an incentive for each weapon or equipment will be paid as detailed above. 

d) Leverage Scheme 

The combat of LWE activities involves the conversion of active over ground supporters, identification of vulnerable persons 
'who have been approached for recruitment and restraint of LWEs who have been arrested and later released. The effort is to rope iri 
these persons into the State sponsored development process. The District Committee will consider and deliberate upon the possibility of 
exerting countervailing pressure on LWE activities like recruitment, propaganda etc by the following means: 

(i) Address grievances and remedy problems of all the persons who are tapped by LWE groups for recruitment 

(ii) Address the issues and take up dialogue with over-ground supporters who have been mislead into conducting propaganda 
against the State. 

(iii) Provide support and any special help to LWE members who have been released from custody and are likely to rejoin the 
movement. 

All proposals to be covered under the leverage scheme will be placed before the District Committee. 

In assigning the specific benefits under the different schemes the District Committee will consider the socio-economic background of the 
surrendered, supporter or vulnerable person. The preference of the rehabilitated person and the utility of the benefits as a deterrent 
against further influence of LWE propaganda will be factored .. 

7. CUSTODY OF SURRENDERED WEAPONS:- 

The Superintendent of Police of the concerned district wi II be the custodian in respect of safe storage of weapons and 
ammunition surrendered by the naxalites. 
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CRIMINAL CASES 

Heinous cnmes committed by the surrendered will continue 111 the courts. However, State Government may, consider withdrawing 
cases pending against the surrendered, after following due procedure. State Government may also provide free legal services/advocate 
to the surrendered Naxals, Fast track courts may also be constituted by the State Government for speedy trial of cases against the 
surrendered. 


The benefits of this scheme will be extended retrospectively to the naxals who have already surrendered. 


The State Government may review the working of this scheme annually and may modify its provisions as considered necessary.
